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■ Mayor’s report ranks Waltham 
Forest as top for affordable housing 

■ Residents to benefit from more 
choice to buy or rent homes 


The borough has produced 
an average of 47 per cent 
affordable homes over the last 
three years, which is 21 per cent 
higher than the London average. 

The figures were featured in 
the Mayor’s London Plan Annual 
Monitoring Report for the year. 

Affordable housing is determined 
in relation to local incomes and 
local house prices. For example, 
affordable rented accommodation 
must be no more than 80 per cent 
of the market average in that area. 

Council Leader Cllr Clare Coghill 
said: ‘As a council it is one of 
our key priorities to provide more 
affordable and accessible housing 
for residents - especially young 
people.’ 

Providing enough affordable 
housing means the borough’s 
residents, including young people, 
should not need to leave Waltham 
Forest to buy or rent a home. 

While we know it is still a struggle 
and there is more to do, there are a 
number of schemes in place to help 


make housing more affordable for 
residents and enabling them to buy 
or rent a home in the borough. 

The housing developments 
Stonelea and Thornebury are one 
place where Waltham Forest is 
pushing ahead. The former NHS 
sites will be developed with 100 per 
cent affordable homes - read more 
about this on page five. 

Blackhorse Road will also be 
home to the biggest build-to-rent 
development in the country - read 
the full story on page three. 

As well as these developments, 
the Council offers shared ownership 
on some properties. This lets 
residents buy a share of their home 
outright and pay rent on the rest, 
until they can afford to pay for the 
whole home.

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Lofty ambitions increase 
homes for families 



Old properties and redundant 
community rooms are being 
converted or extended into 
new homes by the Council to 
increase the number of homes 
available in the borough. 

This has led to a number of 
benefits for both the Council and 
residents. Making changes to an 
old building cost less than half of 
the cost to build a new home. 

They are much quicker to 
complete, meaning new residents 
can move in much faster. And 
older homes are often larger than 
purpose built homes. 

Working in partnership with the 
Aston Group, the first of these 
conversions was completed at 
Sansom Road in August. Four 
more schemes are expected to 


follow in the current programme. 
These will provide two flats, 
two 3-bedroom houses and a 
5-bedroom accessible home. 

The community facilities being 
converted into homes have been 
either abandoned or significantly 
under-used for a number of years. 
An extensive consultation was 
carried out with residents to ensure 
that the conversion proposals had 
local support, and to identify similar 
community facilities nearby. 

We have also been helping to 
ease overcrowding by converting 
the lofts of its existing properties. 

This allows families to stay put, 
meaning they do not have to move 
away from their friends and local 
schools. 

The Council also saves money 


while increasing the value of the 
properties. 

The construction work, which 
is being carried out by the 
Aston Group, has meant that 11 
conversions have been completed 
so far, with another 16 loft 
conversions in the pipeline. 

To qualify for the programme, 
tenants need to be registered on 
the Council’s Transfer List with 
points for overcrowding.

Unlicensed landlord ordered to repay tenants 


A Leyton landlord has been 
prosecuted and ordered to repay 
more than £5,000 to his tenants 
for renting an unlicensed House 
of Multiple Occupancy (HMO). 

Mohammed Shah Kamal Ahmed 
was found guilty at Thames 
Magistrates’ Court of renting the 
property at 875a Leyton High Road 
to multiple tenants without a license. 
Following his successful prosecution, 
two tenants were assisted by 
Waltham Forest’s tenants’ advocacy 
service, Cambridge House, to claim 
back £3,755.16 and £1,741.66 
respectively. 

Landlords of unlicensed rental 
properties in Waltham Forest are 
likely to face Rent Repayment 


Orders (RROs). Cambridge House 
can assist tenants to apply to the 
Residential Property Tribunal to claim 
their rent back, for up to a maximum 
of a 12 months’ time period. 

Unlicensed landlords put their 
tenants’ lives at risk. If your landlord 
is not licensed, you may not be 
safe as the property may not meet 
expected safety standards. There 
may not be a fire escape, safety 
equipment may not be thoroughly 
checked, and the electrics may not 
be up to standard. 

Every owner of a privately rented 
home in the Waltham Forest must 
apply for a private rented property 
licence (PRPL), unless an exemption 
applies. 


The Council has been proactively 
enforcing the scheme, and has 
successfully prosecuted more than 
60 private landlords since February 
2016

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More landlord licenses mean 
better conditions for renters 


People who live in rented 
accommodation can often face 
a lot of difficulties with their 
housing, but not feel able to 
improve their circumstances. We 


are working hard to make sure 
that conditions for renters in the 
borough are the best that they 
can be, through private sector 
licensing schemes. 


Selective licensing is a 
government scheme which gives 
councils the power to control the 
standards of private landlords. 

Borough-wide selective licensing 
came into force in Waltham 
Forest in 2015 to combat anti¬ 
social behaviour in the private 
rented sector. The Council has 
been using the powers they get 
through the scheme to reduce 
anti-social behaviour and improve 
the standard of rented homes, 
for example, ensuring gas and 
electrical safety checks are up to 
date and there are smoke alarms 
fitted. 

More than 21,000 property 
licenses have already been issued 
in our borough. That means 
that more than 21,000 landlords 
have made agreements with the 
Council to comply with letting 
and management conditions on 


the home that they rent out. Their 
tenants will feel the benefit, as the 
Landlord will be acting in line with 
rules set out by the Council. 

Landlords who don’t comply with 
their licenses can face penalties of 
up to £30,000 or prosecution. 

With licenses the Council 
is creating a relationship with 
responsible landlords to ensure 
they play an active role in the 
letting of their property, and take 
responsibility for addressing anti¬ 
social behaviour that happens 
inside it. That means their tenants, 
and the whole community, benefits. 

The Council is also helping 
private renters in the borough 
through our Lettings Waltham 
Forest agency. It helps tenants 
move out of Council temporary 
accommodation, find private 
rented accommodation, move 
their possessions and assist with 


Flousing Benefit and Council Tax 
Support claims. Lettings Waltham 
Forest also offer a service to help 
Key Workers to find decent and 
secure accommodation, without 
having to pay fees. 

All tenants in rented properties 
can also receive services such as 
pest control, grounds maintenance 
and caretaking for their homes at a 
competitive price through the new 
Waltham Forest Servicestore.

Build to rent breaks new ground 

■ Blackhorse Mills will feature 440 new homes, a wellness centre and commercial space 

■ Affordable homes with priority given to local key workers 


The ground has been broken 
on a housing development 
overlooking the Walthamstow 
Wetlands. 

The Blackhorse Mills development 
will bring about 440 new homes 
to the borough. It will be one of 
the largest purpose built rental 
developments in the country. 

High quality new studio and, one, 
two and three bedroom homes will 
be on offer to renters looking to live 
near Blackhorse Road station. The 
first residents are expected to move 
in late 2019. 

Longer and more flexible 
tenancies will be on offer to give 
renters more security, with tenancy 
options ranging from six months 
to five years. Residents will also be 
able to decorate their own homes 
and keep pets - options traditionally 
only linked to home ownership. 

25 per cent of the new homes will 
be affordable with priority given to 
key workers in the local area. 

Residents in the development 
will also benefit from significantly 


reduced energy costs, no letting 
fees, and free services such as WiFi 
and a car rental club membership. 

With a focus on health and 
wellbeing, the scheme will feature 
a wellness centre, private dining 
rooms, a flexible working space, 
a roof terrace and a resident club 
room overlooking the impressive 
Wetlands. 

The building is going to include 
solar panels on the roof, which will 
provide the building with communal 
lighting and power. 

Regeneration specialist Galliford 
Try Partnerships has been 
appointed by Legal & General to be 
preferred contractor on site. 

Cllr Clare Coghill, Leader of 
Waltham Forest Council, said: “One 
of my priorities as Leader of the 
Council is to ensure all our residents 
have a decent roof over their heads 
and a place to call home. Working 
with responsible, socially conscious 
organisations like Legal & General 
and Galliford Try Partnerships helps 
us to achieve this. It has been a 



pleasure working with them, and 
we know that the high-quality 
development will bring real benefits 
to the residents of Waltham Forest.”

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Housing Summit calls for innovation 



Greater innovation is needed to 
improve and increase housing 
options to meet local people’s 
aspirations and needs, a housing 
summit has heard. 

The summit was hosted by 
the Council on Wednesday 6 
September, the day the Mayor of 
London launched the new London 
Housing Strategy for consultation. 
More than 300 people attended, 
including housing policy makers, 
developers, and housing officers from 
neighbouring councils. 

At the summit the Council 
pledged to make affordable housing 
information more readily available. 

For example, housing options will 
be discussed with young people in 
secondary schools and colleges and 
those leaving the care system will 
receive specialist housing advice. 

The Council will look at different 
housing options, for example: liaising 
with specialist providers including 


igloo, Naked Homes and Pocket 
Living to develop housing solutions; 
exploring flat-sharing possibilities 
for young carers; ask housing 
associations and developers to build 
London Living Rent homes; and, as 
landlords are predicted to become 
less willing to house low-income 
tenants on benefits, the Council will 
encourage landlords to offer longer 
tenancies. 

The summit heard that young 
people in Waltham Forest feel housing 
is expensive, hard to access and 
insecure. 

Cllr Khevyn Limbajee, Cabinet 
Member for Housing said: “As a 
result of the research we have made 
a number of commitments. This 
includes delivering a campaign of 
advice and information for young 
people aimed at improving their 
knowledge about housing options.” 

Cllr Clare Coghill, the Leader of 
Waltham Forest Council, said: “As a 


council it is one of our key priorities 
to provide more affordable and 
accessible housing for residents 
- especially young people. We 
don’t want developers offering low 
affordable numbers when proposing 
their applications.” 

Cllr Coghill admitted that some 
residents may not want more homes 
being built, but stressed: “We need 
to make sure the future is brighter 
for young people, rather than being 
faced by uncertainty and fear. Many 
still have the aspiration of owning their 
own home, but are unable to afford 
it. This means we need to make sure 
we have the right housing options 
and support for them, be it private or 
social, so they can get on the housing 
ladder.” 

She added: “We also need the right 
construction and engineering skills for 
the industry post Brexit to make sure 
these homes are built.” 

The young people with the most 


significant need to stay in the borough 
are those with the fewest resources 
and strongest local ties and the 
Council will make this group a priority. 

However, innovative solutions will 


be investigated for young people 
with more resources who are still 
facing massive housing disadvantage 
because of the extremes of London’s 
housing market. 


Young people want to know 
more about housing options 



A majority of local young people 
want more help accessing 
affordable housing, it was 
announced at the Housing 
Summit. But researchers found 
many in Waltham Forest were 
unaware of innovative housing 
options, including custom-build 
homes, home-sharing, property 
guardianship and co-housing. 

Some 227 young people aged 
25 - 35 were interviewed by Kaizen, 
a social research company, out and 
about in the borough. Half were 
living with parents and a quarter in 


the private rented sector. Almost half 
were in full time work, a fifth were 
students, and the remainder worked 
part time or were unemployed. 

Less than half of those interviewed 
did not expect to be living in 
Waltham Forest in the future because 
of the costs of finding their own 
housing. Although the majority hope 
to live in London, two thirds of those 
questioned did not think they would 
be able to buy a home before they 
are 35. Only about 40% expected to 
have family support to buy a home, 
less than the national average. 


Shabaz Hussain, a Waltham Forest 
Young Advisor, told us: “Owning 
a property is almost impossible, 
especially for young people.” He 
added: “Young people have limited 
knowledge about affordable housing 
options. There should be education 
for young people in college and 
schools about this.” 

Those attending the housing 
summit, including housing officers, 
developers and housing association 
managers, were asked what can be 
done to help young people attain 
affordable homes to rent and buy. 


Suggestions included: 

• Better subsidies to local 
authorities to build more social 
housing; 

• Redefining the use of current 
social housing; 

• Making better use of publically 
owned land for housing; 


• Tackling private sector rents; 

• Tackling low wages; 

• Getting rid of stamp duty; 

• A quality control check before 
landlord licenses are granted. 

Results of the survey will feed into 
the Council’s housing strategy which 
will be published next year.

100 per cent affordable housing 
scheme gets the go ahead 


A new housing development in 
Leytonstone will be 100 per cent 
affordable, following negotiation 
by Waltham Forest Council. 

The 79 units will be built on former 
NHS sites Stonelea and Thornebury 
off Union Close. They are being 
developed for the Peabody Group, 
designed by Alan Camp Architects 
and constructed by Keepmoat 
Regeneration, part of the ENGIE 
group. 

Cllr Clare Coghill, Leader of 
Waltham Forest Council, said: “I’m 
really pleased that these wonderful 
new homes are being built for 
families.” She added: “Providing 
affordable, high-quality housing is vital 
to achieving this. 

“Working with the Peabody 
Group is a pleasure - we welcome 
developers to Waltham Forest who 
can help us to build the infrastructure 
that creates thriving, happy 


communities.” 

Dick Mortimer, Executive Director 
of Development for Peabody Group, 
said: “It is our pleasure to be working 
with the Council to provide high 
quality, genuinely affordable homes 
for Waltham Forest. We recognise 
that there is a significant demand for 
high quality, family sized homes in the 
borough and more than one third of 
this development will be family units 
with three or more bedrooms.” 

The Peabody Group received 
planning permission for 79 units 
on the sites in 2016. Initially 30 
per cent of these units were to be 
affordable; however, after negotiating 
with the Council’s Development and 
Investment Team it was agreed that 
all of the 79 units would be affordable: 
36 will be let at social rent levels; and 
the remaining 43 marketed as shared 
ownership properties.

Appeal for 
twinned town 

A call for emergency support has been 
launched for Waltham Forest’s twinned 
regions affected by Hurricane Irma. The 
government of Antigua and Barbuda has 
declared a State of Emergency and are 
making efforts to relieve Barbuda. More 
than ten people have already died, a 
number that is expected to rise. The islands 
have been formally twinned with Waltham 
Forest since 1999; the Twinning Association 
meets in the Town Hall every month. The 
Antigua and Barbuda High Commission in 
London has created the Rebuild Barbuda 
Appeal Fund, which is calling for donations 
to help with the relief effort.

House cheat 
sentenced 

The son of a Council tenant who made a 
fraudulent right-to-buy application for his 
deceased mother’s property has received 
his sentence. The right-to-buy application 
would have seen Chandra Jethwa receive 
an £103,900 discount on his mother’s 
property at Everglade House, Eastleigh 
Road, El 7. Anti-fraud checks done by the 
Council revealed that documents signed 
by the tenant were dated one month after 
her death. It was also found that Jethwa’s 
mother had been moved to a nursing care 
home four years before. In June 2017 the 
fraud case went to court where Jethwa 
pleaded guilty. He received a 16 month 
suspended prison sentence, a six month 
curfew, costs of £2190 and a victim 
surcharge of £100 and Notice to Quit the 
property.

24 hour crews 
fly-tippers and 



Almost £60,000 in fines have 
been issued to fly tippers and 
those dropping litter since July in 
a borough-wide crack down. 


A staggering three and a half 
tonnes of dumped waste has been 
collected on an average night by the 
Council’s new Servicestore Night 


Enforcement teams. These three 
teams patrol Waltham Forest from 
10pm till 5am from Monday to Friday. 
To date they have removed more 


than 150 tonnes of rubbish from the 
borough’s streets. If dumped waste 
contains information that can identify 
culprits, such as a business name or 
address, they will be fined. 

Since July Neighbourhood 
Officers have issued 63 fines of 
£400 for fly-tipping and 192 fines of 
£80 for littering, totalling £40,000. 
Meanwhile, Civil Enforcement 
Officers issued another £19,000 in 
fines for fly tipping and littering in 
August alone. The money raised 
pays for the Night Enforcement 
Teams, who come at no additional 
cost to residents. 

Cllr Clyde Loakes, Deputy Leader 
and Cabinet Member for the 
Environment, told WFN: “Tackling 
fly-tipping and litter on our streets is 
one of the most important priorities 
for residents. Our residents have a 
right to enjoy clean, safe and tidy 
neighbourhoods that they and their 
families can enjoy and feel proud of. 

“We will not tolerate fly-tipping 
and littering. Our message to 
those who think such behaviour is 
acceptable is clear: it is not, and we 
will make every effort to find you and 
penalise you to the full extent of the 
law for dumping your waste in our 


wonderful borough.” 

Cllr Clare Coghill who joined the 
crew to witness the clean up first 
hand, said: “Touring Walthamstow 
with our Servicestore team was a 
real eye-opener. I was shocked at 
some of the items that had been 
dumped - but so proud to see the 
hard work of the three crews.” 

“The crews are out getting their 
hands dirty keeping our streets 
clean at a time when most of us are 
normally tucked up in bed. There 
are now officers out 24 hours a day 
helping the anti-litter effort,” she 
added. 

The Servicestore team can 
be booked to remove additional 
bulky household waste, including 
mattresses and white goods, and 
can also help you to find a gardener 
or handyman as well as pest 
removal.

Hire bikes wheel into Waltham Forest 


Bikes will soon be available for 
hire across Waltham Forest for 
just 50p per half hour. A pilot 
scheme, starting in October, 
will bring 250 bikes to 30 zones. 
These will include town centres, 
train, bus and tube stations, 
colleges and Whipps Cross 
Hospital. 

Waltham Forest is among the first 
boroughs in London to launch such 
a scheme. If it proves successful 
more bikes will be introduced and 
the scheme will become permanent 
in autumn 2018. 

Fran Graham, campaigns 
coordinator for the London Cycle 
Campaign, praised the scheme. 
“People who do not have a bike 
can try a bike, including people 
who are not sure about buying a 
bike. 

“We have a massive inactivity 
crisis in London and air pollution is 
a serious issue, so the more people 


we can enable to cycle around 
London, the better.” 

The bikes will be provided by 
Urbo, a company specialising in 
cycle hire across Europe. It will cost 
£1 to join the scheme. 

To hire a bike, residents, workers 
and those visiting the borough, can 
find a bike at a dockless parking 
location or select one using a 
mobile phone app. 

Once you have chosen a bike 
you will receive a four digit code 
to your mobile phone to type into 
the wheel lock. At the end of your 
journey you just need to click the 
lock into place. 

Shane Connaughton, co-founder 
of Urbo, said cycling is “meant to 
be fun, affordable and convenient”. 
He added: “We are excited about 
bringing our service to boroughs 
throughout London, starting with 
Waltham Forest.” 

Cllr Clyde Loakes, Deputy Leader 


and Cabinet Member for the 
Environment for Waltham Forest, 
said the scheme will “enable cycling 
to be affordable and convenient... 
and truly accessible to residents, 
workers and visitors.” He added: 
“This offers affordable sustainable 
transport for the borough, and 
helps residents feel healthier 
through more exercise and less 
pollution.” 

Through digital technology, users 
will be rewarded points for the 
return of the bikes to the dockless 
parking zones and badly parked 
bikes will be able to be quickly 
relocated. 

Maintenance and repairs will be 
carried out by local cycle shops.

New responsibilities to tackle 


homlessness 


Preventing 

homelessness 

Council staff have received extra training 
on how to best support people at risk of 
becoming homeless. The move follows the 
recent Homelessness Reduction Bill, giving 
councils new responsibilities. People are 
now classed ‘at risk of homelessness’ 56 
days before losing their home, rather than 
the previous 28 days. Each person at risk 
of homelessness is assessed and given a 
personal housing plan. In addition, councils 
must provide secure accommodation to 
the homeless. Cedar Wood House has 
been redesigned to allow those facing 
homelessness to get same day advice and 
assistance, and a new digital assessment 
tool is being developed.

Could you be our voice 
for young people? 


A young person aged 16-21 
is being sought to speak up 
on behalf of the experiences 
and aspirations of people their 
age in Waltham Forest. The 
successful person will be part 
of a Life Chances Commission 
being set up to discover how 
the Council can provide better 
opportunities for all young 
people. 

The commission is the brainchild 
of Council leader, Cllr Clare Coghill. 
It will be chaired by Conor Ryan, 
from the Sutton Trust, which is an 
educational charity that works to 
improve social mobility and tackle 
education inequality. 

As a Commissioner, the 
successful young person will be 
working alongside at least four 
other Commissioners looking at 
evidence, hearing from expert 
witnesses and visiting key locations 
in the borough where work is going 
on to improve the life chances of 
young residents. 

Those who would like to apply 


should write a maximum of 500 
words stating: why you believe 
yourself to represent young people 
in the borough; what you think the 
key challenges facing young people 
in Waltham Forest today are. 

It is anticipated that there will be 
seven meetings between October 
and December 2017 running from 
4.30-6pm, with a last meeting in 
January 2018 to agree the final 
report. Although the post will 
be unpaid, the Council can pay 
expenses. 

The role will also improve the 
successful candidate’s CV and give 
him or her the chance to develop 
analytical, research and leadership 
skills and make a real difference.

• Russell Frost, who runs 
Hooksmith Press in Leytonstone, 
a letterpress print shop which 
uses antique presses and 
traditional methods to create 
posters and prints with themes 
related to the area. Russell has 
been nominated for transforming 
a tiny, dilapidated shop into, 
arguably, Leytonstone’s smallest 
cultural gem! 

• Teenage dancer Ernie who is 
one of the youngest qualified 
community dance instructors in 
the borough. Ernie has severe 
dyslexia and dyspraxia. Yet she is 
the first person in Waltham Forest 
to be named as a Jack Petchey 
Foundation Ambassador for Step 
into Dance. 

• Elina Stoyanova and Milena 


Devedzhieva who run the 
Bulgarian bookshop Once Upon 
a Time, which is also a cafe 
with a children’s play space that 
hosts book signing events. Both 
women spent months renovating 
and decorating the space, 
which they see as a centre for 
cultural togetherness for all the 
community. 

Council Leader Cllr Clare Coghill 
said: “It is important that we properly 
recognise the people who are the 
driving force behind our borough’s 
unique, eclectic culture. 

“We want as many people as 
possible to continue reaching out 
with their suggestions. So, if you 
know someone who fits the bill, 
please do get in touch.”

High Tide Festival to 
rise in Walthamstow 


Walthamstow is to host its 
own theatre festival, in a pop¬ 
up venue coming to London 
for the very first time. High 
Tide Festival is coming to the 
borough next week with a 
diverse programme of theatre, 
comedy, family shows, cabaret 


and music: something for every 
taste and age. 

The event, which runs from 
Tuesday 26 September until Sunday 
8 October, will be staged in a 267- 
seat bespoke high-tech auditorium 
called The Mix in Walthamstow’s 
Town Square Gardens. 


Locally made shows on the festival 
programme include: a comedy 
theatre piece called ‘Starship Osiris’ 
that was a big hit at the Edinburgh 
Fringe; a superb theatre piece 
called The Vanishing Man’; and, 
lots of great shows for families from 
organisations including BeBop Baby 
and the El 7 Puppet Project. 

There are three headline plays 
on the programme, two of which 
are world premieres, ‘Heroine’ 
and ‘Kanyethe First’. Heroine, 
an exploration of patriotism and 
nativism in modern Britain, follows 
a young ex-soldier who returns to 
the UK after being discharged from 
the army. Kanye the First charts the 
second coming of pop icon Kanye 
West. Alongside these productions, 
Theresa Ikoko’s award winning 
‘Girls’ joins the line-up, telling the 
tale of three young friends who are 
kidnapped in Nigeria. 

Festival Producer and 
Walthamstow resident Paul Jellis 


explains: “Walthamstow’s diversity 
is one of the main reasons we were 
excited about presenting the festival 
here. It’s for everyone. As well as 
engaging with local schools, colleges 
and community groups, we’ve had 
a presence at borough’s events to 
try to reach as many residents as 
possible.

that it intends on making an Order to ensure 
access is maintained for construction traffic 
to ingress and egress a redevelopment site 
in a safe and efficient manner in various 
roads. 

2. Whilst construction access is required 
and to such extent as regulatory signs are 
displayed no person shall cause or permit 
any vehicle to wait or load (except works 
vehicles) for any purpose, Mondays to 
Fridays 8am to 6.30pm and Saturdays 
8am to 1pm, in: 

(a) Church Hill Road El 7 - north-east/ 
south-west arm 

i. north-west side, between a point 8 
metres north-east of the north-east wall of 
Nos. 1 to 28 Crosbie House south-westards 
to a point opposite the western kerb line of 
the north-west/south-east arm of Church 
Hill Road; and 

ii. south-east side, between a point 
opposite the north-east wall of Nos. 1 to 38 
Nash House north-eastward for a distance 
of 22 metres 

(b) Church Hill Road El 7 - north-west/ 
south-east arm - south-west side between 
its junction with its north-east/south-west 
arm south-eastwards for a distance of 20 
metres.

on Monday 9th October 2017 for a 

period of 18 months, or until the works are 
completed, whichever is the sooner. 

6. In So far as any provision imposed by 
the Order conflicts or is inconsistent with 
any provision of any Order made under 
the Road Traffic Regulation Act 1984, as 
amended, the provisions of this Order shall 
prevail only at such times and to such extent 
as regulatory signs are displayed in relation 
to the measures set out in this Notice.
